THE PERJURED LITTLEFIELD. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninoetos, D. C., Jan. 30.—The Democrats 
claim that the effect of Littletield’s testimony 
is to prove, first, that the paper produced is the 
original official return from Vernon Parish. 
Second, that the 178 votes were transferred from 
the Democratic to the Republican Electors in that 
parish after the return was opened in the pres- 
ence of the Sherman and Palmer Committees. 
Third, that this change was made before the 
final compilation of the returns, and this is 
shown by the fact that the tables made up by 
the Returning Board, showing the result of the 
election, correspond with the return of 
that parish as it now appears, 
and not with that opened in the 
Returning Board in the presence of the visiting 
Committees. Littlefield, in any event, proves 
himself to be a great rascal andacriminal. It 
should not be forgotten that he swore absolute- 
ly that he did not know that any changes were 
made except in Vernon Parish, and that could 
not alter the aggregate Hayes vote.

To the Editor ef The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Jan. 30.—You are doubtless aware 
of the contemplated change in the location of 
the Third Presbyterian Church. 80 large has 
been the growth of this flourishing church that, 
like the old woman in the shoe, they have out- 
grown their accommodations. The present 
building will not seat the enrolled members if 
all were present, to say nothing of other attend- 
ants and sirangers. It is propped to buy 
ground and build near the vieinity ot Ashiand 
avenue and Madison streets. But this will eu- 
croach on the parish of another and weaker 
church. The Third will be within half 
a mile of the Eighth, at the cor- 
ner of Washington and Robey streets. Now, 
ought not the cause of Christ and of Presby- 
terianism to be better managed than this! See 
the cousequences. A large portion of the city 
from the lake west to Union Park, containing a 
large and respectable population, will be almost 
unprovided for, and a field now well occupied 
will be crowded, and the interests of a sister 
church imperiled. Is this wise? Is it right? 
Is it Christian! Suppose Christ was on earth, 
would He so arrange His churches? Let the 
Third Church act in this matter with reference 
to the interests not solely of the Third Church, 
but of Christ s cause.

The blue-light 
bath is known to be only another application of 
that, as yet, imperfectiy-known agent, elec- 
tricity; and, therefore, the results of its action 
upon vegetable and animal life, although they 
may eXcite wonder, give rise to no such weighty 
aud conflicting sentiments as nave been elicited 
by the details of the case of Mrs. Robinson. 

In this latter the religious element, iu a com- 
munity wrought to an unusual pitch of mental 
activity concerning religious subjects by the re- 
cent revival, excites an intense interest among 
two very diverse classes. By one the case is be- 
lieved to have been a direct and supernatural 
answer to prayer, a visible interposition of the 
Divine Power in contravention of natural laws, 
—in short, a miracle, with all that the term 
implies. To the other such belief is evidence 
of minds ungettled and reasoning faculties con- 
fused by what they consider to have been the 
exciting influence of the efforts of Messrs. 
Moody and Sankey. 

It would probably be labor lost to argue with 
either of these classes; but there is another 
and a larger class of the community whose souls 
are sorely vexed because they “don’t know 
just what to believe about it.” To such the 
subscriber does not hesitate to say there is no 
more reason for doubting tbat Mrs. Robinson’s 
sudden recovery from seven years’ speechless 
helplessness may have been the direct result of 

rayer than for doubting that Gen. 

leasonton’s aching back was relicved 
by the actinic rays of the sun. 
Such cases a8 Mrs. Robinson's have for years 
been among the opprobia of the medical pro- 
fession. They furnish the miraculous cures of 
such men as the impostor who traveled through 
France a few years ago, and of quacks in 
all ages and in all countries, ey form 
a large proportion of the cases which appear tn 
our courts suing, and often successfully, for 
damages for supposed incurable results of rail- 
way and other accidents, and concerning the 
proiessional yoorance of which an eminent 
medical authority asks: 

Can it be reasonably expected that the truth will 
be orought home t « mind of a lawyer so long as 
our Own opinions «.. as yet uninstracted upon it? 
Sooner or later their true nature will become estab- 
lished facts in the minds of our profession, and we 
Shell mo longer hear the painful discrepancies of 
opinion among medical men that now prevail. The 
light of improved knowledge will dissolve the mys- 
terles which daily surround theses cases in the 
form of supposed spinal concussions, partial 
paralysis, euusious into the sheath of the spinal 
cord, thickening of the membranes of the brain and 
— cord, and lesions of this organ or that. 

hese, as Dr. Sydenham deciares, are but imita- 
tions and resemblances, and not realities; and 
that they deceive the multitude is undoubted. 

What, then, is their true nature ! and why 
do they deceive medical men and the multitude 
alike? Simply because similar results may have 
very diverse causes; and just what are imita- 
tions and resemblances,’ and what are bona 
tide and legitimate results, the medical pro- 
fession h ve not yet agreed upon. 

The fact of the existence of paralysis and speagh- 
lessness in Mrs. Robinson's case is indisputed. 
But paralysis and speechlessness may be caused 
by actual disease or injury of the nervous sys- 
tem; iu which case they may be, and often are, 
incurable. Or they may be caused dy a mere 
functional disturbance of the nervous system, 
the result of snock or of a lowered tone of the 
general health; and then they may be, and often 
are, caused by the simplest agencies, by no 
means the least potent among which are those 
eperating through the mind.

Charles Wetmore Dies of Hydrophe.s#a-—An 
Appalling Death. 
Cincinnatt Enquirer, Jan. 29. 

Mr. Charles 8. Whitmore, or, as he recently 
called himself, Wetmore, died at the residence 
of A. G. Wilson, No. 67 Hopkins street, between 
John and Cutter, at twenty minutes to6 o'clock 
yesterday morning, ef hydrophobia. The un- 
fortunate young man was a carpenter by trade, 
and a member of the building firm of Wetmore 
& Hornbrook at Hartwell, in this county. He 
was a native of St. John’s, New Brunswick, and 
came to this city about nine years ago. A couple 
of years before he left his native city he was bit- 
ten by a dog, but after the wound healed he was 
never after troubled by it. He boarded with 
Mrs. Alden in Hartwell, and was a general 
favorite with all who knew him on atcount of 
his genial social qualities. He was a finely- 
built young man, between 26 and 27 y 
of age, and an athlete of no mean ability. He 
was very fond of dogs, and ly fond of 
petting them. About the middie of last April, 
while playing with a b dog belon 
to Mr. Cary, of the irm of Hornbrook & 
Cary, of Hartwe I, he was bitten in the hand by

his landlady. this fast dog was subject 
to fits, during which it would snap and bite at 
all within its reach. At the time mentioned, 
Mr. Wetmore was in the house of Miss Alden, 
when he heard a scratching at one of the doors. 
He opened the door, when in rushed the dog and 
acat. Wetmore stooped down to play with the 
cat, when the dog flew at his face and scratched 
him slightly with its teeth in the face just by the 
side of his nose. The matter gave him no mental 
or physical trouble, and, as the injury soon 
healed up, he no further attention to it. 
Shortly after dog bit Wetmore it attempted 
to bite another man, who gave ita when 
it ran off, and has not since been seen the 
neighborhood. Last Thursday Mr. Wetmore 
complained of feeling feverish and unwell, and 
he asked his partner to go skating with him 
on the Milereek bottoms, thinking the 
exercise would do him Hornbrook 
assented, and the pair skated for some time. 
Feeling thirsty, Hornbrook broke a hole in the 
ice with his heel, and Wetmore and he drank 
out of it. Mr. Hornbrook says that Wetmore 
looked very queer at this e, and that the 
perspiration seemed to arise from his head in a 
periect cloud of vapor.

OUTSIDE INVESTIGATION. 
4 WALK AMONG THE PLUMBERS. 

As above stated, the Special Committee of the 
County Board appointed to look after Hogan’s 
bills, of which Commissioner Fitzgerald is 
Chairman, was to have started on a tour of in- 
formation among wholesale dealers as, regards 
the price of wrought-iron pipe, yesterday morning 
at 10 o'clock. At that time a TRIBUNE reporter 
Was ready to accompany the Committee. Com- 
missioner Schmidt objected to going around in 
a body with a half-dozen of reporters. 

Reporters are very obnoxious to Mr. Schmidt, 
because they are always prying into matters 
which concern public interests, and expose ras- 
cality just about the time that traps are sprung. 
or about to be, torob the people. After the 
meeting of the Committee, Commissioner Fitz- 
gerald and a Tame reporter started out 
alone. Several places were visited, including a 
plumber and gas-fitter and wrought-iron pipe 
manufacturers. 

In justice toJoseph Hogan it should be stated 


‘that, while his bills are exorbitant, he is not 


responsible for their payment. He works for 
the County Board, and thev have audited his bills 
without cavil. There are discrepancies in the 
charges in them. As, for instance: One month 
soider is charged at 25 cents per pound, in an- 
other at 40. Lamp-black, red-lead, and bronze 
have been used in alarmingly large quantities, 
though there has been no overcharge as per 
weight in these articles. But how ail the arti- 
cies which have been charged for in the past 
bave been used, seems a mystery. 

In the matter ot grate-bars, Hogan was allow- 
ed to furnish 3,796 pounds, for the Insane Asylum 
boilers, at 5 cents per pound. The market price 
for this article is 2½ to 244 cents ver pound. 
The e was $159.50, leaving a clear over- 
charge o 

There were furnished the Insane Asylum, also, 
721 feet of four-inch galvanized-iron pipe at 
$1.50 foot, making a total bill of $1,082. 
The discount he was allowed on this was fully 
50 dent, and the overcharge upon this is 
fully $400, allowing Hogan a margin of a large 

rot. The discount on fittings is 60 per cent. 
e total bills in which these items appear are 
for $2,134, and, with the average discount allow- 


ed by manufacturers, would have 7 a hand- 


some profit at a reduction of over 51, 000. Hogan 
charged 4 cents a pound for iron, when the mar- 
ket price is 244 cents. His charges for labor are 
within reasonable bounds. 

In September last Hogan put in a water- 
closet for the janitor of the County Jail, and it 
wasn’t anything extraordinary, either. Yet 
there were 276 pounds of lead-pipe used, at 
10 cents per pound, and the whole affair cost 
$147.80. A fair price, with a handsome margin 
for profit, would have been $60. In the same 
bill there is a charge for a tube for pantry-cock, 
$2.50; $1 would have been a fair price for it. 
Again, there is a change for four double-string 
brackets, at $1.75 each. They are sold at 
8 cents, and 2 r cent off, or 
about 64 cents each. They retail for 75. 
At the Hospital he has put up 120 “hoods” 
over the gas-brackets, connecting by a two-inch 
pipe with the air-shaft, These hoods are of gal- 
vanized iron, and are charged to the county at 

10.50 each. Their actual value is about $4.50.

Remonetization of Silver, and Resumption of 
Specie Payments. 
b the Editor af The Tribune. 

In the article published in your paper of the 
17th inst., on the silver question, I endeavored 
to present some considerations in regard to the 
evil effects of demonetiziug silver; but these 
considerations were expressed in the briefest 
manner possible, because I desired to present 
thoughts and facts in the most condensed shape 
in which I could place them; and 1 said I would 


make such suggestions in a future article, or 


articles, as I deemed best calculated to remedy 
these evils. 


If this were a primitive question, and man- 
kind were in their primitive state, it would pre- 
sent itself ina very different light; but the act. 
of wisdom, im all circumstances, is to consider 


the present condition in which we are placed, 


and pursue that course that is best calculated 


to relieve from our present embarrassments.

In my former article I alluded te the issue of 
a large amount of bonds and greenbacks called 
money or dollars. This was a war-measure 
calied forth by the exigencies of the condition 
in which our Nation was placed. The Confed- 
eracy also issued a similar currency, and the 
value of each was tested by the result of the 


conflict. The Union was sustained, and our 
bonds and greenbacks rose in value just in pro- 


portion as our national ability to pay them be- 


came manifest. If 1 mistake not, these bonds, 
like the greenbacks, were issued for so many 
dollars, mot even specifying that they 
were payable in any kind of 
coin; but this could not have 
altered their real value, for aéliars were declared 
by law, in pursuance of the constitutional power

value of other productions in the social rela- 


10 ot our bonds, it would be the 
ul of the contract that was entered into 
when the debt was made; failing to do 80 
would render the debt much more onerous and 
difficult to pay; it would be on the part of Con- 
gress the denial of justice to the people; it 
would depress the valuation of property to such 
an extent that it would be ruinous to all busi- 
ness relations inthe country. When this debt of 
thousands of thousands of millions was contra t- 
ed, its proceeds were distributed to the hundreds 
of thousands composing our army, to the mill- 
ions of luborers, mechanics, manufacturers, and 
farmers ot our country; all were maderecipients 
of its benefits; but gradually the evidence of 
this indebtedness passed into the hands of cun- 
ning speculators, until the Vanderbilts and 
Stewarts and their ilk in this country, and the 
plutocrats of Europe, obtained the larger por- 
tion of it, and, by its means, they now seek to 
control the producing classes for their own ad- 
Vantage. 

Having remonetized silver, an equally im- 

rtavt step is, as far as possible, to prevent a 
urther depreciation in the value of property, 
so that existing debts may be liquidated without 
ruin to the debtor. To this end, the producing 
classes must find employment; capitalists must 
use their money in developing the resources of 
the nation; economy and industry must be 
the road to success; retrenchment in all ex- 
penditures, national and individual, should be 
rigidly enforced. But how all these things are 
to be accomplished is @ problem so difficult of 
solution that I can but very dimly see how it 
is to be done. To abandon luxurious habits; to 
be satisfied with small profits: to turn from 
habits of indolence to those of industry, from 
Officia) corruption to official r neces- 
sary, but are not to be expected ma day, or 
month, or even a year, The Americans, how- 
ever, are eminently a practical people, and adapt 
themselves to their circumstances more readily 
than any others, and, therefore. there is en- 
vouragement to hope that, at no remote period, 
we shall sec the business-interests of the coun- 
try revived, and placed on a permanenjly suc- 
cessful basis. 

We have climatic advantages, mineral and 
agricultural resources, beyond those enjoved by 
any other nation on the face of the globe with a 
like population. Our people possess mechan- 
ical skill, which, when properly developed, will 
place us in the front rank among the manufac- 
turing nations of the earth. Ir vast water- 
power and unlimited cereal-fields will forever 
supply the meaus of carrying on our mavufac- 
turing establishments with the utmost facility. 
Our cotton, oil, cereal, and other productions, 
will furnish the means of paying for all im- 
vorts [rom other countries, and probably go far 
towards liquidating the interest on our na- 
tional indebtedness to those who hold our 
bonds abroad. To these means I look mainly as 
furnishing a solution of the problem above al- 
juded to. To develop our resources we must 
have an adequate circulating-medium, as far 
from fluctuations in values as possible, and this 
we now based upon our ability 
and integrity as a Nation to _ rep- 
der it equal in value to gold and silver. 
It is a necessity. For all business-purposes and 
commercial transactions we have so long been 
accustom ed to the use of 4 as the 
medium of exchanges, and have found it so 
convenient that it is neither desirable nor expe- 
dient to abandon its use, provided it can be 
made safe and secure against loss by the hold- 
ers. That now in use is perfectly secure, and 
can be used in any part of the country, without 
other than a trifling discount equal to the ex- 
pense of transmission from one section to an- 
other; but it is not at present specie-paying. yet 
I think can be made so if silver is remonetized 
in from twelve to twenty-four months. 

To this end. as the banks have received 90 per 
cent on the bonds, which bonds are actually 
worth in gold more than their par value, it is 
but justice to them to issue the other 10 per cent. 
Let this 10 per cent be paid them in specie. Sup- 
posing the banking interest to amount to 6700, 
000,000,—which I think is more thanit really is,— 
then 10 per cent would be but $70,000,000. The 
interest for eighteen months, say at ö per 
cent, which is less than it n is, on 700, 
000,000, would be $57,750,000, which, added to 
$70,000,000, whould make $127,750,000; and 20 
per cent, under ordinary circumstances, is all 
that is required for resumption of specie-pay- 
ment. Twenty per cent on $700,000,000 would 
be $140,000, 000, and the deficit would be only 
$12,250,000, ana the banks already possess vast- 
ly more than that amount. To obtain this $70,- 
000,000, I would suggest thatthe Government 
should issue that amount of bonds bearing 5}¢ 
per cent interest, with which to purchase the 
coin required, provided it was found necessary 
todoso. This would not be any loss to the na- 
tion, for the bonas owned by the banks would 
not be redeemable without paying the full r 
value of them, instead of the 90 per cent which 


they are now required to return. 


As auxiliary to the resumption of specie-pay- 
ment, I woula suggest that the greenbacks be 
all called in, and iu their stead ccrtificates bear- 
ing interest at the rate of 3.65 100, payable in 
coin, should be issued to the amount of §100,- 
000,000 annually, until the whole amount should 
be redeemed in this manner. The peopie would 
de enabled to lay by in small sums grvenbacks, 
so that they,could obtain for them interest-bear- 
ing scrip payable in coin, and the greenbacks 
would immediately become parin value. This 
interest-bearing scrip might be made converti- 
ble into bonds bearing the same rate of inter- 
est, and payable at a period. bevond that at 
which all our present bonds mature, or might 
be made the basis upon which iuture banks 
might be established, ag the possessors. should 
elect. The debt of this country may be approx- 
imately divided into three parts,—bonds 
held im this country, bonds held in 
foreign countries, and greenbacks,—anda 
altogether amounts to over 92,000,000, 000. 
Some 61.400.000, 000 or 81.500.000, 000 are iuter- 
est- paying bonds, and about an equal amount of 
them are owned in America and foreign nations. 
Assuming our foreign indebtedness to be 8750, 
000,000 the interest on this amount at 5% per 
cent would be $43,125,000. Our coin-products 
were last year in the vicinity of 390,000,000, and 
the next year it is but reasonable to anticipate 
they will reach $100,000,000, which would leave 
$56,875,000 to be added to the coin of our coun- 
try. provided the exports equaled the imports; 
and as our cotton, oil, and cereals are products 
required by other nations, and if our people 
should abandon their extravagance in dress and 
other fashionable follies, and use American pro- 
ductions more generally, the balance of trade 
wouid be largely in our favor. 

It has been objected by some, that the remon- 
etizing of silver would throw all that coin into 
this country, and that, in consequence, we should 
be great sufferers. In my opinion, it would have 
exactly the opposite tendency. It would give 
us a metallic basis upon which to found our cir- 
culating medium, and, being a legal-tender for 
all debts, would insure us a currency compara- 
tively beyond fluctuation, and thus aid materi- 
ally in enabling the business-operations of the 
country to be conducted prudently and safely. 
Besides, the world requires silver as much as 
gold. and it is the currency of nearly thirteep- 
fourteenths of the world’s population, and would 
naturally have a tendency to increase our com- 
mercial relations with those nations that used it 
asthe medium of exchange; and, moreover, 
when made a legal-tender in pavment of our 
bonded debt, these natioas receiving it would 
he desirous of making it as valuable as possible, 
so that the interest on their bonds would be ol 
more value to them. 

If my views on these topics are correct, the 
adoption of them would result in specie-pay- 
ment at no remote period, in a few years it 
would reduce the interest on our national debt 
to 365-100 per cent per annum, it would ulti- 
mately tend to induce our own people to invest 
in that indebtedness; it would operate to enable 
debtors to pay their obiigations without such 
great sacrifice; it would measurably suspend a 
furtner reduction in values. it would tend toa 
speedy revival of business and safety in all busi- 
ness-tranesactions. And. if lam in error in all 
my conclusions, there may be thoughts sucgest- 
ed that will in some degree prove Ens to 


the people.

The Celebrated Libel Suit of Lewis 
Versus Pomeroy. 


Justice Meech Discharges Brick, and Gives His 
Views on Newspaper Nen. 


The two props of the Greenback party in this 
city ceased for a season vesterday afternoon in 
their mud-slinging through the columns of 
Pomeroy’s Democrat and Lewis’ Rural, and sat 
facing each other in Justice Meech’s office, H. 
W. F. Lewis, he of the long hair and ancient 
aspect, had accused Brick Pomeroy, him of 
the bald head, of libeling him in an article 
which appeared in the Democrat of Noy. 4, 1876, 
to the general effect that Lewis had opened a 
letter addressed to Brick.” and had appropri- 
ated 5 cents contained therein. The 
case had been continued several times, 
but yesterday afternoon everybody was 
ready to procved, and at 3 o'clock Brick,“ 
with his lawyer, 8. F. Norton, sat mt at a 


table, on the opposite side of which sat tiſe rival 
editor, Lewis, backed up by Florence McCartby, 
formerly a saver of souls, but now an aspirant 
to legal honors, chiefly in Justice shops. 

Mr. Lewis, with the long hair and formidable 
front name, bad bis say first He told the stor 
of his wrongs with apparent reluctance, but it 
was to the general effect that this outrageous 
libel of Brick’s had been extensivély copied, 
and had done bim great harm, It was 
due, he believed, to malice on Brick’s” part at 
the exposure of Lew Steward which he (Lewis) 
had published in Tue TRIBUNE. He had never 
opened a letter addressed to“ Brick,” nor taken 
25 cents belonging to that individual.

At least, he promised to give the 
Rural a puff in his next Week’s paper, and the 
interview terminated. Mr. Lewis considered 
that the money was really his, sent to him for 
his campaign paper, and he kept it. Nor did 
his conscience trouble bim. 

* BRICK ’’ TOOK THE STAND 
and commenced in his glowing style to speak of 
the sanctum of the Democrai that morning when 
Lewis came in and told him about the 
letter, which, a. to Brick.“ was 
addressed to M. M. Pomeroy, and called 
attention to the inclosure of twenty-five cents.

pending questions, as to critics elsewhere. 
It is rather remarkable, however, that two 
papers not usually agreed on political ques- 
tions, the Pall Mall Gazette and London 
Spectator, are agreed in suspecting that the 
hand of Bismarck is at work behind the 
scenes. The Pal! Mali Gazette says: 

The attitude of the German Plenipotentiaries is 
giving rise to apprehensions which we believe to 
be perfectly well fonnded. It is highly probable 
thatif Turkey should to-day make a way for the 
retreat of Russia, Germany will do her best to 
hamper the path; and that she will do so by de- 
claring. through her representative, that whatever 
Russia and the other Powers may do,,she will not 
humble herself further before 2 Government which 
has already defied Europe. Such a step as this 
could hardly fail to produce grave results, not the 
least of which would be an indedinite aggravation of 
Russia's embarrassment. 

The Spectator says that if Brsmarcx fails 
to make himself master of the Conference, 
„he may have the means, through the Rou- 
manian Government and the Hellenic people, 
of proving himself the most dangerous ene- 
my the Turks could have provoked to action, 
— more dangerous by far than they believe 
Russia to be.” It bases its supposition upon 
the fact that Bismarck has both in Buchar- 
est and Athens powerful instruments rea:y 
to his hands, and a fleet whose efficiency he 
would like to demonstrate. With the Ger- 
man fleet off the Piraeus,” says the Spectator, 
and Greece, Thessaly, and Epirus in arms 
under German officers, MbRHAT PSA would 
feel that remonstrances from Berlin had very 
effective meaning.” It will occur to most 
people this side of the water to ask why En- 
gland herself does not #monstrate in a man- 
ner that would appear effective to the Turk- 
ish Premier.

RESUMPTION OF SPECIE PAYMENTS. 
The President is ürging Congress to re- 
move the statutory restrictions which pre- 
vent the resumption of specie payments and 
the commencement of good times and plenty 
of money. Two years ago Congress passed a 
law declaring that on the first of January, 
1879, the Government of the United States 
would redeem its notes. The law, however, 
contained no adequate provision to enable 
the Government to redeem, and seven 
months of the last session of Congress and 
the whole of the preceding session were de- 
voted to the preparation and advocacy of 
schemes to make resumption possible. In 
the meantime, the date being fixed, the busi- 
ness of the country naturally gravitated in 
the direction pointed to by the law. The 
printing of further issues of the fractional 
currency was prohibited, and Congress au- 
thorized the coinage of small silver; the 
country gladly welcomed the reappearance of 
the long-absent coin, and the fierce demand 
for an increase of fractional currency gave way 
before the universal desire that silver should 
be supplied without limit. In the mean- 
time, silver dropped down 20 per cent in 
value very suddenly, on account of the de- 
monetizing edict of the German Govern- 
ment; and in the discussion of the situation 
it became known for the first time to the 
great mass of the public that, as long ago as 
March, 1873, Congress had abolished the 
standard silver dollar, and silver was no 
longer a legal-tender. Since then, the most 
that the country has been able to induce 
Congress to do is to authorize the coinage of 
half dollars and minor pieces of silver to an 
increased but yet limited extent. -Our peo- 
ple have been compelled to retrenchment in 
expenditures. Some lines of manufactures 
have cut loose from the delusions of pro- 
tection, and have begun to export. We 
have been selling much more than we have 
bought, and have exported far less gold. 
Silver has recovered largely from its de- 
preciation, and we have reached that point 
when the greenback dollar is worth 95 cents, 
and the silver dollar (old) is worth 964 cents 
in gold. The result is that we have 
gravitated rapidly towards specie payments, 
though we are two years in advance 
of the day fixed for resumption. All that 
prevents specie mesumption now as a matter 
of course are certain legal restrictjons and 
restraints imposed by law years ago, under 
different circumstances, and under different 
necessities, national, commercial, and per- 
sonal. All that stands in the way of specie 
payments are obstructions in the way of laws 
which have come down from a previous date, 
and which are no longer applicable to the 
present condition of our country, political or 
| commercial. To remove these obstgnctions 
all Congress has to do is to enact laws— 
1. To autborize the holders of greenbacks 
to exchange them for a long-term bond, such 
as is proposed by the Currrenpen bill now 


pending in the House, bearing a low rate of 
‘| interest. 8 


2. The remonetization of silver, by provid- 
ing for the coinage of a standard silver 
made a legal-tender. PoE 
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3. The removal of all restrictions upon the 
coinage of silver and gold. 

4. The permission to the banks to issue 
bank notes dollar for dollar for the bondgjnd 
coin deposited with the Treasurer. 

There is nothing in either of these restric- 
tions for which there can be any reasonable 
excuse urged. The right to exchange green- 
backs for bonds was part of the original 
scheme of paper money, and was only aban- 
doned under the extreme exigencies of the 
War. The notes have now reached that point 
where they are equal in value to the silver 
dollar, and no necessity exists for their con- 
tinuance, unless we are to permanently pro- 
hibit the use of coin or of bank notes al- 
together. Silver is peculiarly an American 
production, and has always been an Ameri- 
can coin, and was a legal-tender from the 
earliest American coinage down to the date 
of the ill-advised act of demonetization in 
1873. At present the coinage of American 
dollars s stopped, and no silver can be 
coined except on account of the Govern- 
ment. Congress should readjust the rela- 
tive weights of the gold and silver dollars, 
make them both, as prior to 1873 they had 
always been, legal-tenders, and allow any 
person having silver in any form to take it to 
the Mint and have it coined. The anti-silver 
restriction is against public policy, and is a 
discrimination against a great production al- 
most exclusively American. 

During the Civil War, when our national 
bonds were only worth par and interest in 
greenbacks, the law required a deposit of 
$100 in bonds for each $90 of bank circula- 
tion. Now the bonds are worth $110 to 
$114, and the banks have to keep a deposit 
of legal-tenders in the Treasury equal to 5 
per cent of their circulation. The result is 
that the banks have an average deposit of 
$118 for each $90 of currency. Now, if the 
banks be required to redeem their notes in 
coin, as they should be, they ought at least 


to be allowed a circulation equal to the par 


value of the bonds deposited by them, and 
also of the coin placed by them in the Treas- 
ury eem their notes. The present 
value of the bonds is a greater security for 
the redemption of $100 in bank notes than 
was the deposit of $100 in bonds for the 
redemption of $90 in currency when the 
Banking law, fifteen years ago, was enacted. 
With free coinage of silver, with the banks 
authorized to issue notes equal in amount to 
the coin and par value of the bonds deposited 
by them, with the onerous Federal tax on 
capital and deposits removed, the banks 
could, without any difficulty, begin 
and maintain specie payments in a very 
short time. The Government, however, 
refuses to permit silver to be coined. While 
silver in ore and in bar is warehoused at the 
mines, and production partially arrested, the 
Government refuses permission to have it 
coined in this country, and compels its 
transportation elsewhere, With the now ob- 
jectless restriction upon coinage removed, 
this country could readily absorb $150,000,- 
000 of silver coin, and enable the banks to 
maintain specie resumption of their circula- 
tion without any difficulty. The Bank of 
England is permitted to issue about $70,000,- 
000 of its notes upon the security of British 
bonds. It is also authorized to issue notes 
equivalent in value to all the coin or bullion 
it may have. Our banking system, if the 
banks were allowed to issue notes equal to 
the par value of the bonds and equal to such 
coin as they might be required to keep at the 
redemption agencies, would furnish as good 
and as available security for the bank circu- 
lation as is afforded by the Bank of England. 
For more than forty years that Bank has 
never refused or failed to redeem its notes in 
coin. 

The session of Congress is drawing to a 
close. Not over thirty working days of the 
session are left, and a large portion of this 
will be taken up with the details of counting 
the votes for President. Still, within this 
period, Congress has it within its power, by 
merely removing the legal obstructions in 
the way, to leave the resumption of specie 
payments free to take place by the natural 
succession of events, and without disturb- 
ance of values, contraction, or any violent 
derangement of contracts, Such legislation 
would be a great aid to the new Administra- 
tion in its efforts to promote the revival of 
confidence and industry. 


POINTS IN THE PRESIDENTS MESSAGE. 

There are certain points in the President’s 
message, transmitted with his approval of 
the Arbitration bill, which ought to make a 
strong impression upon the country. 

1. He calls attention to the fact that, at no 
time in the history of the Government, has 
the President of the Senate ever exercised 
the power of deciding between disputed 
Electoral votes. There have been instances 
in early times in which the President may be 
said to have counted the votesin the sense 
of aggregating one set of undisputed re- 
turns, though generally this ministerial avork 
has been done by tellers appointed by the 
two Houses, and the result merely announced 
by the President of the Senate. There 
have been other cases where a judicial func- 
tion was exercised to reject certain votes, 
but it has always been done in a manner 
previously prescribed by rule or law passed 
by both Houses of Congress, uke any other 
legislative measure. But it would have 
been a new departure for the President of 
the Senate, without any authority conferred 
upon him by Congress, to have discriminated 
between two sets of returns from any State, 
and decide which should be counted and 
which rejected. Certainly it would have 
been an extreme and hazardous undertaking, 
unless it were rendered necessary in order to 
carry out the constitutional mandate that the 
votes shall be counted,” and in conse- 
quence of the failure of Congress to provide 
the rule or machinery for counting them. 

2. The President makes the apt and forci- 
ble distinction that the measure which he 
has approved is not a compromise of the 
right, but an enforcement of the right 
and an execution of the powers conferred by 
the Constitution on Congress.” The power 
of Congress in the premises is amply covered 
by the duty enjoined upon it by the Con- 
stitution to carry out all the provisions 
thereof. The bill in question merely pro- 
vides a method for counting votes which the 
Constitution says shall be counted, but does 

‘not say how. There is no sacrifice of prin- 
ciple or compromise of right in agreeing for 
this purpose upon a tribunal composed df 
the ablest statesmen and jurists in the land, 
endowed with ample facilities for viewing 
the law and hearing all the evidence. Ifa 
fair — of the disputed questions may 
not be expected from such a tribunal, then it 
is idle to hope for it. This is the reply to 
those persons who claim that the Repub- 
licans have thrown away their case. If this 
claim is true, then the Republican case has 
no merit, and ought to be thrown away. 
Such an assertion reflects discredit upon all 
who make it, for it a willingnes on 
their part to carry the Presidency by storm 
on claims which will not bear the scrutiny of 


examination or analysis by an impartial 
arbitration. 

3. The President speaks of the situation 
as having been one of “ imminent peril.” 
Those Republicans who have opposed the 
arbitration plan profess to think otherwise. 
‘Either this profession is false, or it shows 
that their judgment has been blinded by par- 
tisan zeal. Had the President of the Senate, 
under the sanction of that body, proceded to 
count in Gov. Harms, there is not a reasona- 
ble doubt that, the very same day, the House 
of Representatives, claiming an equal au- 
thority with the Senate, would have declared 
that the Electoral College had failed to elect, 
and thereupon have proceeded to choose Gov. 
Tum President. It is true that such ac- 


tion would have been revolutionary, but the. 


Democrats would claim that it was not more 
so than the action of the Senate, and the 
struggle would be upon us, with two Presi- 
dents in the field, each backed by a 
strong following and urged forward 
by tke most bitter partisan passions. 
This would have been Mexicanization, 
and it would not have been possible to avert 
the disasters of such a condition. Grab 
is a game that two can play at, and had it 
been begun on either side the other would 
not have been slow to follow. 

4. The arbitration, therefore, offers a s80- 
lution that is at once lawful, peaceable, and 
sure to award the Presidency to the man 
who has the best title to it. Itis lawful, 
because Congress has unquestionably the 
right and power to frame laws to carry out 
the provisions of the Constitution. It is 
peaceable, because both contesting parties 
are bound to accept the award as final and 
without protest, and it thus secures quiet to 
the country at a time when suffering labor, 
prostrated industriés, and a paralyzed busi- 
ness are sorely in need of it. It assures a 
fair award, because it prescribes no rules 
which carry the weight of decision, but se- 
lects the men most competent to judge of the 
law, and furthest removed from the influ- 
ence of party feeling. It provides the means 
for a review of the case under the auspices 
of the ablest lawyers and shrewdest intel- 
lects of the nation engaged gn either side. 
There may be some partisans who would like 
to see Hares inaugurated President whether 
he is entitled to the place or not, but they 
are a very small proportion of the Republic- 
an party, which, as a whole, is willing to refer 
to impartial arbitration the claims that have 
been made in favor of Republican success, 
and which prefers to retire from the admin- 
istration of the Government rather than 
cling to it without title and without the as- 
sent of the American people.

DOCTORS AND POLITICIANS. 

Dr. R. N. Foster makes an ingenious plea, 
printed in our last issue, to break the force 
of Tun Trisune’s article commenting upon 
the doctors’ disagreements, by showing that 
there is no agreement among editors and 
politicians upon national topics. The Doc- 
tor’s position would be a strong one if there 
were any aptness or similarity in the com- 
parison, but, unfortunately for his defense, 
the relative situations of the two classes 
named have about as many points in com- 
mon as the Christian religion and the works 
of Saran. In the political world men are 
divided into parties having policies which 
they are seeking to carry into effect in the 
form of laws. When one party has the Ma- 
jority of votes it carries its policy into effect, 
and opposition to it is of no avail. The dis- 
pute in politics is over the adoption of cer- 
tain measures and the control of certain 
Offices, and the party that prevails at the 
polls adopts its measures and possesges itself 
of the spoils. If a deadlock ha then 
a Court or Board of Arbitration is select- 
ed to decide which won the day. It is 
in all respects a contest of will and 
numbers. There is nothing of the sort, 
however, in the case of the doctors 
There is a perfect agreement on the part of 
the public that the sick may be cured, There 
is no contest to prevent a cure. There is no 
contest to prevent the use of a medicine that 
will cure. There is no contest against the 
doctor who has charge of the case. The 
family physician who is called in has entire 
control of the patient. He is the autocrat of 
the sick bed. His will is law. His medicines 
are taken without question. His orders and 
commands are implicitly followed. The life 
of the patient is in his hands. If other doc- 
tors are called in, they are summoned at his 
request and with his consent, and he usually 
selects them. There is no wrangling of doc- 
tors in the sick-room. The patient is not ex- 
posed to the tender mercies of M. D.’s pull- 
ing and hauling different ways. There is no 
quarreling over the various ies of the vari- 
ous systems over the patient. There is no 
convention of doctors over him, one assert- 
ing that he must take belladonna if he would 
get well, and another declaring that if he 
does he will surely die; one proclaiming 
that the sulphates will cure him and 
another that they will kill him; one 
demanding that he be rubbed with grease, 
and another denouncing grease as fatal in 
cases Of scarlatina ; one urging that he be 
bathed in hot water, and another that he 
be kept perfectly dry; and all quarreling 
and disputing about the effects of a certain 
specific, drug, or elixir, or about a peculiar 
form of treatment. There is no dispute of 
any kind at the bedside. The physician has 
more control of the patient even than a 
party has of policies. Because politicians 
may differ as to politics, and the will of the 
majority prevails, it does not afford our 
mediciae-man any justification for suppos- 
ing that it bears any relation to the medical 
case, or that the two cases have anything 
in common. If he would institute a fair 


comparison he must reverse the medical 


side, and, instead of having one physician 
attending the patient, with ute power 
in hig hands, he must suppose forty or 
fifty physicians of different schools in 
attendance, with no restraint upon their 
prejudices and no power to interfere 
with their respective forms of treatment 
except by majority vote. This would make 
asomewhat unfair comparison, but even then 
the issue would be different. The unfortu- 
nate victim of the Esculapian aggregation, 
after having been leeched, blistered, drugged, 
dosed, and drenched by the allopathists, 
amused with the attenuations of the home- 
opathists, bedeviled by the half-and-half of 
t he eclectics, and shocked by the electricians, 
after having taken a sufficient quantity of 
the sulpho-carbolate of soda, belladonna, 
and the sulphates, chlorates, and bromides, 
after having been greased and ungreased, 
heated up and cooled down, and wet and 
dried, would probably die of disgust, if from 
no other reason, and no one would be to 
blame in the premises. The dissenting doc- 
tors would clearly enough be justified, be- 
cause unity of action under such cirtum- 
stances would not be expected. When the 
politicians meet over their politic,” however, 


their wrangling does nt involve fatality, be- 


cause the will of the majority prevails. ‘The 
despair of medicine is that it has not yet 


been reduced to a science, like surgery, but 


still remains in the region of enspisicism. 
Surgery has acquired a degree 
tainty and exactness. All educated surgeons, 
whatever may be their medical notions or 
their prejudices derived from medical 
schools, follow substantially the same course 
in amputating a limb, in reducing a contu- 
sion, in setting a broken bone, in healing a 
wound, or trepanning a skull. Forty-nine 
out of fifty surgeons would probably follow 
the same line of action, the result depending 
more upon their personal skill, nerve, and 
manipulation than upon the course to be 
pursued. When medicine reaches this de- 
gree of exactness, if it ever does, then there 
is hope for poor humanity in its wrestling 
with the ills to which flesh is heir. 

Our correspondent is in error with regard 
to the position of Taz Tarsunz. It has no 
disposition to belittle physicians or to decry 
their honest efforts to heal the sick. Its 
only protest is against an unseemly wrang- 
ling over the effects of specifics and reme- 
dies, against the collision of schools, against 
the exhibition of bitter prejudices and jeal- 
ousies, while Death is busy in our midst. If 
there is to be no better outcome than this to 
the assembled wisdom of the Zisculapians, 
then it would be better not to meet in coun- 
cil at all, since the aggregation may influence 
the public against the individual. If there is 
anything that will prevent the epidemic, tell 
us. If there is anything that will cure the dia- 
ease, tell us. If there is anything that will 
mitigate its ravages, tell us. But do not tell 
us that belladonna will cure it and will not 
cure it, that sulpho-carbolate of soda will 
prevent it and will notpreventit. This pos- 
itive-negative sort of information is not what 
the people want. It does not cure scarlet 
fever, nor relieve their apprehensions. 
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THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC LOBBY. 
The disgraceful scene enacted Monday in 


the House of Representatives would not 
have been possible in the legislative halls of 
any other nation in the world. The floor of 
Congress was actually invaded by hired and 
professional lobbyists, who openly resorted 
to all the devices of their trade to coax, buy, 
or bully Congressmen to give their proposed 
robbery of the National Treasury precedence 
over the needed and rightful legislation of 
the nation. The encouragement extended to 
these fellows must be large when they break 
down a rule of Congress, and force them- 
selves into the hall in such numbers that a 
member made the open and bold assertion 
that it was not possible to go twenty feet 
from the Speaker’s desk without running 
against half a dozen lobbyists. Such an in- 
terference as this with the privileges and 
duties of Congress would be impertinent and 
unwarranted in any cause, but it becomes in- 
decent and intolerable in behalf of a notori- 
ous raid on the Public Treasury, and the mere 
fact that it could occur reflects discredit up- 
on the House of Representatives. The pur- 
pose of the lobby was to advance on the 
calendar and fix a day for the vote on the 
new subsidy scheme which is the product of 
Tom Scorr and Huntineron joining hands. 
It was only last session that Hunriveror 
notified Congress and the country that, if he 
could get possession of the franchises and 
privileges already given to Tom Scort, he 
would undertake to construct the Southern 
Pacific Rallroad without asking one dollar 
additional aid from the Government. But 
now this same man, with the prospect of 
getting his share of the enormous subsidy 
dasired, joins forces with Tom Scorr, and 
two armies of lobbyists, with trades, prom- 
ises, bribas, and corrupt propositions of all 
kinds, advance. on Congress to accomplish 
what one had failed to bring about. 

The especial mpertinence of the South- 
ern Pacific lobby in this instance is aggra- 
vated by the circumstance that it asked Con- 
greas to give precedence to a bill stabsidizing 
a new Pacific railroad over four separate bills 
that have been introduced to compel the old 
Pacific Companies to make some adequate 
restitution on account of former subsidi 
One of these old Companies—the Cen 
Pacifio—is asking a new subsidy, and de- 
manding it immediately, while refusing to 
meet its just obligations in interest on the 
bonds previously advanced. It is difficult to 
consider a situation of this kind with 
anything like patience. The only hope 
is that the Southern Pacific lobby 
has overreached itself, and the greed 
and pertinacity it exhibited on the floor of 
Congress last Monday will advertise its pur- 
poses so fully to the country that Congress 
will not dare to accede to the demands of 
the lobbyists. On the contrary, one of the 
first things that should be done by Congress 
is to pass the bill which the House adopted 
last session, or Mr. Tuurman’s Senate bill, 
which likewise provides a sinking fund re- 
quiring the Union Pacific, Central Pacific, 
Kansas Pacific, Central Branch, and Sioux 
City Roads to make annual payments to 
gradually extinguish the debt they owe for 
money advanced by the Government. The 
country will not so much as listen to any 
proposition for any railway subsidy until the 
advances already made shall have been ex- 
tinguished, and the Congressman who neg- 
lects this phase of public opinion will be as 
apt to suffer for it as the salary-grabbers did 
for their sins.

LITIGATION VS. ARBITRATION. 

The Anglo-Saxon race, after devoting some 
centuries to the construction of an elaborate 
legal mechanism, has lately found that the 
machine is altogether inadequate to meet the 
cases that arise. The law’s delay has become 
a proverb; the prize-ring has borrowed the 
term of getting into chancery” to express 
utter ruin in fisticuffs; and the distinction 
between going to law” and going into 
bankruptcy seems to be becoming one with- 
out a difference. 

The proposed methods of reform are 
many. In New York a code is prepared, de- 
signed to do away with useless detail, and to 
give the blind goddess a chance to see with 
at least half an eye. This code is forthwith 
so embroidered with detail by judicial tech- 
nical interpretation that the original simple 
pattern is scarcely discernible, and Justice is 
so hedged in with a new thousand or so vol- 
umes of reports that she can see less clearly 
than before. In England, the sweeping 
changes of 1875 abolished some courts and 
consolidated others. In Illinois, precisely 
the contrary course is recommended by 
a committee of the Chicago Bar Association. 
Instead of fewer courts, we are to have 
more. The policy of such a change may

Tun TAU has often 
sketched the marvelous success of the Con- 
seils des Prud hommes in France, which so 
excited Lord Brovenam’s admiration, 
Judge Rorxar Kerriz’s Boards of Arbitra- 
tion in England, Judge Faxen 's Arbitration 
Court under the care of the New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and other facts of like im- 
port. Scandinavia, from which the civilized 
world 1s now taking lessons in minority rep- 
resentation and the control of the liquor 
traffic, can teach her sister nations something 
on this question of law-reform too. 

Denmark established in 1795 so-called 
Tribunals of Conciliation, which acne gs 
served and got public support. 
bunal represented a certain neighborhood, 
and was composed of intelligent and respect- 
able residents. Its sessions were private. 
Not only its jurisdiction, but its decrees, de- 
pended wholly upon the consent of both the 
parties to any cause brought before it. If 
plaintiff and defendant did not both consent 
to a hearing, no hearing could be had. If 
they did not both consent to the verdict, the 
verdict was void. If they did so consent, it 
was registered and was final. Every case 
was decided within fifteen days in the city 
and eight days in the country. There was 
no charge unless reconciliation was brought 
about. If it was, the court-fees amounted 
to a very small sum. 

We should naturally donbt the possibility 
of a Court’s rendering any verdict to which 
both sides would voluntarily agree, but mark 
the astonishing results. In the three years 
before these tribunals were established, the 
Courts of Denmark heard 25,521 cases; in 
the three years after, they heard only 9,653. 
The difference between these two sets of 
figures—a difference of 15,868 suite—may 
tairly be taken as the number of cases set- 
tled to the satisfaction of both plaintiff and 
defendant by the Tribunals of Conciliation. 
It is a number which amounts to nearly 62 
per cent of the whole. The fact is a credit 
to human nature. 

It may safely be said that a great majority 
of the disputes due to an honest difference 
of opinion—and this category embraces all 
law-suits not brought for delay or from 
knavish motives—could be settled at a mini- 
mum of trouble, time, and taxation by sim- 
ilar tribunals in this State. The anger bred 
by a heated struggle would be avoided ; sev- 
eral millions of quarts of bad blood would 
be annually saved; and the present courts 
would run through what was left of their 
docket with a rapidity only excelled by that 
of Gen. Locan in mastering the science of 
political economy. 

The Danish plan would necessarily be 
somewhat changed in detail in its applica- 
tion here. While the consent of both par 
ties to a hearing should still be required, the 
case, once submitted, should remain in the 
control of the Court, and the verdict should 
be final. In New York City, Judge Fancuzs 
hears a cause only when both sides agree, 
but his decisions are subject to an appeal to 
the higher courts of the State. There is no 
appeal from the verdicts of the French 
Conseils des Prud hommes or the English Ar- 


*bitration Boards. Both have the force of 


law. 

Both the Bar Association and the general 
public are bound to consider the lessons of 
history on this matter, and to do so, the one 
before it recommends and the other before 
it accepts any plans for enlarging the pres- 
ent legal machinery of the State of Illinois.

‘although the general results may not have been 
very wide of the truth. The only true guide is the 
proportion of firms that fail to the whole number 
of rms registered. The Mercantile Agency gave 

tis proportion in its report for 1876 for the first 
me. The Public has obtained the needed 
figures for the six preceding years. For the whole 

country the proportion of failures was, in 1876, 
143 out of every 10,000 firms reported in business ; 

mmm 1875, 130; in 1874, 107; in 1873, 93; in 1872, 
70; in 1871, 66; in 1870, 85. According to these 
uren, during the last seven years an average of 

101 firms out of every 10,000 in business have 

failed. The highest general average of failures is 

‘found in New York City, where the proportion of 

failores last year was 258 in each 10,000, and for 
the last seven years 231 in each 10, 000. In Michigan. 

Indiana, and Iowa the rates of failures has increas- 

ed moe than three-fold; in IUhnois, Wisconsin, 
and Minnesota, nearly three-fold. Excepting 

Missouri and Kansas, the increase im all the West- 

ern States has been very much greater than in any 
of the Eastern States except Rhode Island. In 

Pennsylvania, the annual average of failures in 

Seven years has been only 80 out of each 10,000 

firms enrolled, and in the worst year, which was 
the year the ratio did not rise above 90; in New 

Jersey the average has been still less, only 78, and 

in Ohio only 86. In Illinois the average was still 
lower, being 77 in 10,000; but the proportion has 
"been inconstant, rising from 46 in 1872 to 132 in 

1876. In most of the States the average of 1876 is 

higher than that of any preceding year. The total 

number of failures for seven years Ras been 38, 180, 

and the aggregate liabilities have been 81. 070, - 

466,139. On the basis of average liabilities the 

year 1876 is the best of the last seven years, in- 
stead of the worst, as when compared on the basis 
of the number of failures. The average Jiabilities 
to each failure were $21,000 in 1876; $26,000 in 
1875; $26,600 in 1874; $44, 100 in 1873; $29,700
